Margaret, brought to the country when a child, had two kinds 
of training; the training of s good English governess, with the 
strict religious teaching of her mother as a foundation, and the 
training of a new country, strange scenes, rare visions of beaaty—-

Mrs. Melville, absorbed in her work, sometimes only thought 
of Margaret as *‘safo st home," for days.
